ISTRATOR OF THE CONCORDIA DIOCESE

When Bishop John J. Hennessy of Wichita 
Kan., passed through st. Louis on his way 
home from Rome, a few days ago, be admit- 
ted to a friend who met him at the depot that 
he accomplished the end which took him to 
the Holy City, namely, to retain his 
office of administrator for the diocese 
of Concordia, Kan. When Bishop Scan- 
nell was removed from Concordia to 
Omaha, Neb., a few years ago, Bishop 
Hennessy was appointed administrator of 
the vacant see, and in that capacity he as- 
sisted the Catholics of Concordia in several 
enterprises. He assumed that they were 
ready to aid him in return in his home aio- 
cese,and he asked them to pay part of the 
debt which he incurred in the erection of his 
Episcopal residence. According to general 
report the Concordians not only re- 
fused, but asked Archbishop Kenrick 
to have a bishop appointed for 
the diocese, so that they could throw off the 

oke of an administrator. Archbishop 
cenrick would not listen to them, and they 
appealed to Rome, whence came an order to 
the senior suffragan Bishop Hennessy of Du- 
buque to cali a council to choose a candidate 
for the See of Concordia. Bishop Hennessy 
of Wichita maintained that the assistance of 
Concordia was essential for him to conduct 
his own see, and instead of attending the 
council at Dubugue, he went to Rome. His 
statement ofthe case had weight with the 
papal authorities for he has said that he will 
continue to be administrator of Concordia.

of Bohemians in bitter and savage resolu- 
tions. This was at a banquet in this city. 
Next the Bohemians propose to denounce 
him in Chicago and to shout at him in 
chorus. Pereat Von Palitschek,’’ which 
| means ‘*perish Von Palitschek.’’ Dr. Von 
'Palitschek has been the Austrian Consul 
General in this city for more than six years. 
He had avoided friction with the Czech ele- 
ment of his native land until four weeks ago, 
when he ordered certain changes made in the 
lettering of signs in the Bohemian division 
of Austria-Hungary’s exhibit at the World’s 
Fair. Dira & Co., jewelers of Prague, capital 
of the ancient kingdom of Bohemia, had 
signs upon their show case’ proclaiming 
their wares in the Slavonic, or Bohemian 
language. Dr. Von Palitschek ordered these 
signs withdrawn, it is alleged, and signs in 
German—the official language of the Austro- 
Hungarian em pire—substituted for them. To 
an ordinary American citizen this might ap- 
pear a trifiing incident. To Bohemians it 
was as an invitation to fight. For many 
years the Bohemians have been struggling. 
To this end they jealously fight against 
all slights upon the Slavonic language. 
The incident of the signs was not 
openly and publicly resented until Wednes- 
day evening. Fifty-nine eminent Bohemians 
arrived here on the steamer Elbe on Tuesday 
evening. They enjoyed a reception and ban- 
quet Wednesday evening at Minke & Causse’s 
Hotel under the auspices of the Delinicko 
Americky Sokol, the Bohemian turnverein. 
Josef Casper presided. With the Sokol band 
rendering the accompaniment, the banquet- 
ers, more than 2,000 In all, sang rousing 
Bohemian songs. Everybody by thus time 
was In a fever of patriotism. Dr. Alois F. 
Ardalicka, seconded by Leo. Kockmand, Vice- 
President of Delnicko Ameficky Sokol, offered 
the following resolution, 


We, Amerine- — in meeting assembled 
to greet the Bohem cursioniste to America, ex- 


press our deepest anger and condemnation against 
th: action of Consul-Generol Von lPalitschek, who 
has most deeply insulted all Bohemians By with- 
drawing all Bohemian piacardson exhibits at the 
World's Fair and replacice them with the German 
placard.s Shame to him. 

This was greeted with thunderous shouts 
of ‘*Pereat Von Palitschek.’’ After the res- 
olution had been adopted unanimously, it 
was ordered a copy besentto Von Palitschek.

Austria-Hungary’s day at the Fair will be 
celebrated on Aug. 18—the birthday ot Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. To show their dis- 
approval of Dr. Von Palitschex, the Slavs 
decided to celebrate instead Bohemian 
Day“ on Aug 12. The banqueters pro- 
claimed that 100 Bohemian societies, mus- 
tering 15,000 men, will parade through the 
Fair Grounds on that day and meet in 
Music Hall.

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PAYMENT ORDERED. 


Ten Fer Cent en Bonded Indebtedness of 
Worid’s Fair Corporation. 


WoORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS, Aug. 4.—The Exec- 
utive Committee of the Board of World's Fair 
Directors ordered a payment of 10 per cent on 
the eutire bonded indebtedness of the corpo- 
ration last night. The payment will be made 
Aug. 17. Bonds to the amount of $4,500,000 
were issued last fall,and the payment or- 
dered last evening, therefore, means that 
$450,000 of the s percent debentures will be 
retired within two weeks. The banks of Chi- 
cago hold $2,250,000 of the bonds,about $1,000, - 
000 are held by rallroads entering Chicago 
and the rest by residents of the city. 


The World’s Fair management does not 
intend to stop closing up leaxsand pruning 
down the expenses of the great enterprise. 
The Local Directory, Council! of Administra- 
tion and Association of Americian Exhibi- 
tors are working in unison to furnish 
special attractions that will draw 
the people and so increase the receipts. 
Each of the organizations will have a special 
line of work to follow and the purpose of each 
will be the same, toenlarge the attendance. 
Now that the directory has determined to be- 
gin paying off the debenture bonds Aug. 17, 
itis imperative the receipts be increased in 
order that contractors may not be neglected. 

There was a gathering of the clans at the 
Fairto day. It was ‘‘Scotland’s Day’’ and 
the sound of the bagpipe with stalwart men 
in kilts marching to the music could be heard 
and seen on all sides, The attendance of 
those who are members of organized socie- 
ties was very large.

SUSPECTS THIEVES. 


Mr. Tulley Thinks Burgliars May Have 
Set Fire to His House. 


The origin of the fire which destroyed the 
residence of Henry C. Tulicy, at 4523 Blair 
avenue, has not yet been discovered. Mr. 
Tulley, who is chief engineer at the Wain- 
wright Building and an executive officer of 
the Brotherhood of Stationary Engineers, re- 
turned from Chicago this morning, having 
been summoned by young Sam Curtis, in 


whose charge he had left the house. 

Mr. Tulley said to-day: I have not the 
slightest idea howthe fire started because I 
went all over the house the night J 
left and young Curtis was with me. I went 
over itso carefully, because I was afraid 
some one was hiding. about the place. About 
Se ago I heard some onetrying to 
ge 
what he wanted. He said nothing and went 
away. Twoor three times the same person has 
tried to get in, and the man who rents my 
stable drove him clean down to Grand ave- 
nue with a whip.only a few days aso. Some 
time before that I hada friend of mine, who 
isan engineer on the river, up at the house 
to spend the night. While «he 
was there we héard some one trying the 
doors and windows. Icalled out to ask who 
it was, and the fellow went away. My 
friend said then that some one was laying 
for me, and thatlIoughtto have a pistolin 
the house, so he loaned me one. My brother- 
in-law, young Curtis, was to have stayed at 
the house the night it burned, but he had 
been working all day and went down to the 
depot with me. I told him then if he was too 
tired to go out that nignt he might go to his 
boarding-house ani tell them that he would 
be staying at my place while | was away dur- 
ng the month of August.’’ 

When asked how much insurance there was 
on the place, Mr. Tulley said: ‘*The house 1s 
insured for $2,800, the stable for $200 and my 
furniture for $500. I had just spent about 
$1,000 on fixing up the place. I put in new 
paper, hadthe walls replastered, sills put 
under the house and also got a lot of new 
furniture. It seems that hard luck comes all 
atonce. Ihaveto give up my vacation, and 
hunt a new home for my family, and only a 
short time ago my wife’s new summer outfit 
with that of the children, costing me in 
all about $500, was totally destroyed. 
The trunk had been put in the baggage 
car, and the rope around it got caught in an- 
other trunk. When the other trunk was 
pulled out mine was jerked undera passing 
train and the contents completely ruined. 
The railroad boughta new trunk and told us 
we could sue for the remainder.’’ 

Mr. Tulley will not say positively that he 
thinks bis night visitor set the house on fire, 
but can find no tangible explanation for it.

inevitable and follow in their footsteps— 
that is, adopt the single gold standard and 
make the best of it.

Totbe great National question as to whether 
the full leral tender coins shall be gold only, 
or both gold and silver in a relative valua- 
tion cf the two metals fixed by law, there is

A retrospect of the financia! history of the 
United States will reveul the fact that in the

THE LOs8 PLACED AT THIRTY KILLED 
- AND TWENTY WOUNDED. 


The Three Powers Intervened ana Stopped 
the Fighting—Matastt.end His Chiefs 
€urrender—First Outbreak Occurred 
July 7—Frecipitated by the Accidental 
Discharge of Gun- 


Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. 4.—Advices from 
War broke out between Malieto.a’s and Ma- 
taafa’s forces, but the warships of the Three 
Powers intervened and stopped the fighting. 
Mataafa and his chiefs have surrendered. 
Matanfa’s loss was thirty killed and twenty 
wounded. When the long 
war commenced it was quickly fnished, 
the intervention of the powers putting a de- 
cisive end to ‘the trouble. The frst out- 
break of hostilities occurred July 7, when the 
Royal forces started on their march on Ma- 
taafa’s camp. ‘They captured an outpost 
and disarmed four men in it who were af- 
terwards set free. Next day War actually 
began and first blood was shed. 

Mataafa’s forces were scattered, Malietoa 
had carefully planned his attack and, but for 
the accidental discharge of a gun, which 
precipitated the conflict, Mataafa’s forces 
would have been exterminated. Malietoa 
and his chief had become impatient at what 
they considered the indifference of 
the Three Powers, and determined 
to take the matter into their 
own hands, and the advance was begun. 
One section of the King’s army went through 
the bush with orders tospread outand con- 
nect with another section. Below Malo a 
third section, accompanied by an armed 
fleet of fliteen boats sailing close in shore, 
went along the beach. According tothe plan 
Mataafa was to be hemmed in on all 
sides. The accidental discharge of a gun 
brought the forces into conflict before the 
circle around Mataafa was completed Ata 
plantation belonging to a German firm the 
followers of Malletoa and the adherents of 
Mataafa met. Both lines extended from the 
oceatf beach through four miles into the in- 
terior. A large detachment of Ma- 
taafa’s men were stationed in 
a cattle yard, As the King’s 
men advanced, the men on Mataafa’s side 
recognized friends and called out cordial 
greetings. Hand-shakes were indulged in 
and Kava exchanged. It seemed as if 
friendly relations were to be re-established. 
One ferocious old warrior named Patu 
urged the king’s men back into the 
ranks, when somebody fired a shot and 
the fight commenced). Firing became gen- 
eral and deadly. On the sea beach, oppo- 
site the cattle yards, were posted a number 
ofthe King’s men. Mataafa’s men advanced 
to the wall and were exposed to a raking fire. 
Another detachment of Malietoa’s troops 
took advantage of an opening in the side of 
the wall to pour in repeated and 
deadly volleys. The Mataafites were forced to 
a stone wall a little distance into the bush. 
Here they madea standand Malietoa’s men 
retired. When they attacked the place next 
morning Mataafa and his men had fled. 

Malletoa is the sovereign of the Samoan 
Isles, recognized bythe powers which set- 
tled the last war in the country. Mataafa 
was deposed from the throne, but ever 
since then has threatened to overthrow 


Malletoa. 
It is the custom of Samoans to decapitate 


killed or even wounded enemies. Amongthe 
heads brought to the Kings were those of 
two women, but it is belleved they “were 
killed by mistake though they took part in 
the fight. The royal party marched on to 
Nabie and there met 
oughtto have prevented Mataafa’s escape. 
But Mateafa and his followers had got away 
in boats to the adjoining Island of Manoho, 

On July 18 King Malietoa sent an ultimatum 
to Mataafa, demanding the surrender 
of himself and ehiefs, the sole 
condition being their lives would be spured. 
No reply was made to this. 

On July 16 the British man-of-war Ka- 
toemba arrived at Apla, bringing joint in- 
structions from the powers that the 
rebellion must be put down. The command- 
ers of the British and German war-ships and 
the Consals of the Three Powers hel 4 a con- 


sultation, 
It was decided to demand Mataafa’s sur- 


render and the British and German warships 
(no American vessel there) sailed for 
Marovo. They arrived there early on the 
morning of July 23 and sent word to Mataafa 
that if he did not surrender before 1 p. m. 
his camp would be shelled by the ships and 
Malietoa's warriors landed. 

As the Mataafaites were weak in numbers 
and short of ammunition they would have 
been slaughtered had this deen done, but a 
quarter of an hour before the time was up 
Mataafa and his chiefs boarded the Katoomba 
and surrendered. 

The Katoombaand Buzzard had cleared 
for action andthe men stood at the guns, 
Forces had goneto the other side of the 
island to prevent escape in that 
direction. The German vessels 
returned to Apia, while the Katoomba re- 
mained to disarm the followers of Mataafa, 
The following is a copy ofa letter sent by the 
consuls to Mataafa, demanding his sur- 
render: 


We, the three Consols of the Treaty Powers, here- 
by give you netice if you and your chiefs and 
wounded come on board the Knelish man-of-wa 

within three nours from the time this reaches yo 

your lives will be safe. If you do not come the 
three men-of-war will open fre on you and rou will 
be attacked by the King's forces, Your followers 
must bring all their arms to the British man-of-wat 
orsafety.

„Bottle babies are the most numerous in 
the children’s summer camp. and it is neces- 
sary that their food should be very carefully 
prepared, Plain cows’ milk isnot always 
good tor them. Their stomachs will not re- 
tain itand many experiments must be made 
Before the food is found that is acceptable to 
the stomach. 

Few of the older children are at all partic- 
Wiar about their food. All they are inter- 
ésted in is the quantity. In fine weather 
they are served ata long table out of doors 
And tus attendants are kept hard at their 
Work during the meal to supply all demands. 
ese youngsters are there on the serious 
business of recuperation. Eating is a duty 
that they will not shirk and it is a sight 
worth miles of travel to see them at- 
tending earnestly to that duty. 

The mothers are served in the dining rooms 
of the farm house. Their appetites grow 
with their stay in the camp. Weak and 
worn many at first show but little desire for 
food, but soon the air has its effect and they 
find eating must be attended to seriously. 

Cleanliness ts the rule of the camp. The 
kitchen shines with soap, water and energy. 
Tue dining-room is as clean as work and 
care can make it, and a yard force is con- 
stantly going over the camp ground with 
rakes. The doctor in charge,Frank A. Temm, 
and his predecessors have the cleanly con- 
dition of the camp and patients before them 
asfirstcare. The food is inspected in order 
that only the best quality may be set before 
the patients. 

One of the children from the Ninth and 
Wasb street mission was suffering from an 
abscess on its neck. An operation was nec- 
essary and was successfully performed by 
Dr. Temm on Tuesday. The child is resting 
well and there is every reason to expect 
rapid recovery. Of four other extreme cases 
two have shown positive signs of improve- 
ment. One of them is the survivor of twins. 
It is very frail, and though its condition bas 
at times been more favorable than when it 
first came under treatment, there is but little 
hope ofits recovery. In the other case un- 
favorable conditions have not as yet been 
overcome and, though the child seems to be 
doomed, every effort possibie is being put 


forth to save it. 
ere are many sick, but only these have 


been in danger. The others have responded 
to fresh air and food, and if not to these, 
medicines have done the work of assisting 
nature. 

To-morrow night the _ registration of 
motbers and children who are to gotothe 
camp on Monday morning will close. No 
sick child other than those suffering from 
contagious diseases will be refused. Appli- 
Cations should be made at thisoffice and 
tickets issued by physicians and others 
should be brought to this offiee for registra- 
tion. This is necessary in order that accom- 
modations may be provided for all who need 
to go. Every ticket which is marked O R 
in this office will be accepted onthe harbor 
boat on Monday morning. Tickets presented 
them which have not that mark on then 
may be rejected. 

The patients, mothers and children, will be 
taken tothe children’scamp for a week's 
stay. If the doctor in charge decides that 
that term is too short they will be kept until 
such time as he decides they have secured 
the maximum benefit. During their absence 
from the city they will be under no expense 
foranything. They will be provided with 
food, skillful medical attendance and every- 
thing necessary. When recovered they will 
be returned tothecity. Persons knowing of 
deserving cases should inform them of this 
opportunity that every sick child way be 
anon to the camp and restored to health, ~

THE BALCONY FELL. 


Accident at the Gala of the 
Chelsea Yacht Club. 


BosTow, Mass., Aug. 4.— The gala of the 
Chelgea Yacht Club last night was marred by 
aterrible accident in which four persons 
were Killed and nearly a score injured. The 
river parade, which was the feature 
of the evening, had just started, when

This law, Mr. Bell says, 
must be enforced totheletter. The fault, 
ifany there be, is with the Legislature that 
enacted it and not with the Excise Commuis- 
sioner.

MADAGASCAR ORCHIDS. 


They Are Fine Specimens, but Difficult 
and Dangerous to Get. 


From the London Daily Mews. 

The pursuit of orchids in Madagascar ap- 
pears from a letter of that indefatigable 
collector, M. Hamelin, to de a task of 
no little danger and difficulty. It was only 
after a year spent by the favor of 
Moyambassa—a King of a powerful 
tribe fiercely hostile to foreign en- 
croachments—in exploring a territory 


almost inaccessible to Europeans, that he 
discovered the gorgeous orchid, now known 
as Eulophiella Elisabetha. It is a parasite 


on trees of slow growth. To secure the 
plants, which flourish on the topsof the 
tallest of these trees, he was obliged to have 
the treos cutdown and mend ogy | gather all 
the plants himself. Although this French 
botanist had well-armed men with him, on 
whom he q@puld rely, he was compelled to 
constantly guard against surprises by the 
warriors of neighboring tribes. 

Besides this the party were compelled to 
keep a watchful eye upon the wild animals 
haunting these primeval forests. The most 
terrible of all is the Madagascar Proto- 
crytoferox,’’ whose favorite haunts are 
Among th masses of foliage where the 
Fulophiella grows, This small but exceed- 
ingly dafigerous animal is described as 
crouching in the forks of trees, hidden among 
the rich tropical follage and climbing piants, 
and there watching for its prey. It is exceed- 
ingly agile, and the moment its victim ap- 

roaches it slides silently down, and in one 

ound ts on the top of it—a picture of horri- 
ble ferocity.
